: 8,000 Men fdle. | 


The distress in Sunderland,’ Eng- 
land, at the present time has been 
ray bone for a generation. Within 
the limits of the Parliamentary divi- 
sion close on 8,000 men are out of 
‘work... Many are literally . starving 
and: are going for days without food, 
Babies are born in stripped, rooms, 
where; the mother’s only bed is ‘the 
floor. There is “hunge? ; here, grim 
gaunt, and ,acute : Aen 

The ‘streets .of the -borough ‘are 
thronged all day with groups of idle 
mechanics and laborers, men with 
pinched faces, who lounge along sutk- 
ying empty pipes. any shipyards 

are closed, and still more make a 
mere pretence of keeping open. The 


, workhouse is crammed. Statistics tell 
something of the extent’ of the distress, 


| The unemployed -in’ those* unions 6n 
the Wear have risen from 6.1 per cent.

8 erland depends almost. solely 
on shipbuilding. The narrow and 
deep. channel of: the Wear, full of 
shipping, edged with factories, and 
backed by sharp-rising sides, covered 
with smoke-stained houses, usually 
presents one of the busiest industrial 
pictures to be seen in England. To- 
day giant chimney after giant chim- 
ney stands like a dead, thing against 
the sky; no smoke coming from the 
chimneys. The gates of many works 
are shut. 

The one reason for the distress here 
is the amazing decline in shipbuild- 
ing. This is attributable’ to "many 
causes, mainly the high price of coal 
and steel.and overproduction. Some 
blame the raising of the Plimsoll line 
as a contributory cause. 

In the working class suburb of 
Southwick are many héartrending and 
tragic examples of the acuteness of 
ths misery and of the heroism with 
which the people are bearing it. In 
this district scores. and hundreds of 
children -are going to school either 
shoeless or with boots that afford no 
protection from the cold, rain, and 
snow. Many hundreds obtain practi- 
cally no food but the free meals at 
the schools. At one school alone the 
head teachers said that fully a hun- 
dred of their scholars had gone one 
day dinnerless and would remain 
without bite or sup until the next 
day. 

The workingmen who are able do 
everything possible to help.  Chil- 
dren whose parents are in work take 
bet “een ftltows tome” 
half their: dinner. + Mothers search 
-out their spare clothes for neighbors. 
The colliers at Castletown are sending 
a weekly trolley of food, the miners’ 
wives clearing their own cupboards 
to help the hungry mites. 

“Our great need is boots,” said the 
head mistress of the High Southwick 
council school. ‘‘Large numbers of 
children are suffering greatly from 
lack of these. 

“The distress is in some cases too 
terrible to contemplate. One morning, 
fo: instance, I noticed one girl of 7 
at breakfast. It was plain that she 
had nothing to eat ‘since school broke 
uy) on Friday. She was trembling 
violently, and at first could not take 
anything. At last we got her to swal- 
fow a spoonful or two of cocoa to 
give her strength to eat.” 

Tlae local authorities at Sunderland, 
led by the mayor, are doing much to 
meet the distress, but their resources 
arc wholly unequal to the exceptional 
situation. There is need for active 
help from the local Government 
Board and from private charity ‘in 
other parts. If Sunderland can tide 
over between now and January the 
worst will then probably be ended.

Stupid Generosity. 


Ability may have its limitations, but 
stupidity is not thus handicapped, 
says someone.

That there ure strange animals in 
the Arctic goes without saying, and 
amongst. the most singular yet discov- 
ered are the musk oxen of extreme 
northern Greenland, beyond the al- 
most impassable ag 2 which has 
only been traversed by Peary and by 
Nansen.

The Society of the Royal\Aeademy of 
St. Cecilia is the oldest singing organ- 
the world, having been 
founded in 1585.

to those who love us. . 

“How pale you are!” says a mother 
to her son and is surprised at the an- 
tagonism her solicifude rouses. She 
explains it to herself as an example of 
the robust,‘ masculine spirit, It is 
nothing of the kind. The young man, 
recognizing in, himself an unlimjted 
capacity for worrying over ‘his lfealth, 
offers under the guise of anger a pray- 
er to his mother not to play into the 
bands of the enemy. 

The victim of irritability should be 
more mér\ful in knowing that when 
not purely physical it has its rise in a 
sense of our own. shortcomings. No 
one flies out at a demand upon his 
strength, but at a call upon his al- 
ready recognized weakness. Irritabil- 
ity belongs to people conscious of their 
own mental processes, consciously 
struggling to be something different, 
whether better -or worse, than. what 
they fre, It is specially characteristic 
of that phase of youth when we are all 
trying to make ourselves over.—From

Add six to eight ounces of a strong 
strained solution of borax, after which . 
the whole may be put in a bottle, — 

Then to: two quarts of water previ- 
ously boiled and cooled add three-quar- 
ters of a pound of chloride of lime. .” 

Shake and lét stand from four to.six 
days, after which strain and add from 
six to eight ounces of borax in a strong 
solution and place in a separate bottle. 

To remove ink from paper, cloth or 
other absorbent substances, the com- 
position in bottle No. 1 is-applied so as 
to saturate thoroughly the ink covered 
spot. A blotter placed underneath will 
absorb all waste moisture. Rinse out 
and then apply fluid No. 2. 

By the combined use of the two 
fluids thus described writing inks or 
other fluids will be immediately. dts- 
solved and removed. If ink spot is on 
paper, the paper can then be rewritten 
on.
